[1] This EXAMINER' S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWNACE is responsive to 
AMENDMENT received Apr. 25, 2012. Claims 1-10 remain pending. 

In response to Appeal Brief, the previous rejected Claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement; and rejected 
Claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention, are withdrawn. 



[2] Claims 1-10 allowed. 

Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

[3] The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding Claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach selecting at least one further 
first landmark in the first image and at least one further second landmark in the second image if 
the similarity value is less than a pre-selected value. Claims 8 and 9 allowed by analogy. 

Regarding Claim 2, the prior art of record does not teach wherein the second number is 
the first number plus one; wherein the first and second landmarks are selected in accordance with 
a qualifying function, and wherein the third number is equal to the second number.
